Quoits Really Ancient G«ime. 
The quoit is a flattish ring of iron. 
used In playing. 
It is generally from 
eight and a half to nine and a half 
Inches in external diameter, and be­ 
tween one and two Inches in breadth, 
convex on tile upper side and slightly 
concave on the under side, so that the 
outer edge curves downward, and is 
sharp enough to cut into soft ground.

It is found That there is a very defi­ 
nite connection between the coat color 
of horses and 
the 
frequency 
with 
which 
white markings occur. 
Titus 
the latter are by far the most com­ 
monly associated with tile chestnut 
color. Aud not only are they the most 
prevalent in chestnut horses, but It is 
also, of course, a well-known fact that 
the markings are apt to be more ex­ 
tended in nature In the case of this 
color than in that of any other. Chest­ 
nut, therefore, apparently possesses 
so to speak, a special affinity for these 
markings. 
Bay ranks next as regards 
the degree of frequency with which 
white m arkings appear in horses of 
this color, although it cornea a good 
way behind chestnut in this respect.

PROOF OF MOON’S ROTATION 


Nikola Tesla Shows Conclusively That 
Speculations aa to Orb'* Move­ 
ment Are Wrong. 


Nikola Tesla communicates to the 
Electrical 
Experimenter 
a 
striking 
proof of the fact that the moon does 
not rotate on its axis, but only seems 
to do so. 
Much of his article Is ex­ 
tremely technical, Involving the com­ 
plex mathematical formula of kinetics, 
but the following extract, with the ac­ 
companying diagram, can be under­ 
stood by anyone. 
The diagram shows a system com­ 
posed of eight balls (M), which are 
carried on spokes (S), radiating from 
a huh (II) rotatable around a central 
axis (t)) in bearings supposed to be 
frictionless. 
The 
balls 
are 
not 
a 
purt of the spokes, but are supported 
In pivots (s) 
which are nominally 
loose, but can be tightened so as to 
permit free turning or rigid fixing as 
desired. 
To facilitate observation, the 
spokes are provided with radial marks 
and the lower halves of the hulls are 
alluded. 
Now, with the pivots biose, start 
tho apparatus going in the clockwise 
direction marked by the black arrow— 
from position 
I 
to 8—and hy the 
time it has made the whole circuit of 
(O) it has shown Its whole circum­ 
ference to any observer at (O). 
ThuR 
it has revolved on its axis. 
Now tighten the screws so that the 
ball no longer turns freely on irs axis. 
hut becomes a solid part of tile spoke. 
The side that la turned toward (O) 
at the beginning remains always turned 
toward (O), and an observer at (O) 
sees only one fuee of the ball in Its 
revolution. 
Now, the latter is exactly the case 
of the moon.
